SUNY Trustees Approve 
3.) Million Increase 


Albany, November 7—A 
cost increase adjustment of 
$5.5 million to help com- 
pensate for inflation is part 
of a $102,947,000 State fun- 
ding package for State 
University of New York’s 30 
community colleges 
recommended by the SUNY 
Trustees for inclusion in the 
1978-79 Executive _Budget. 

The Trustees approved the 
recommendation at their 
October 26 meeting in New 
York City, when they also 
requested $756,932,100 to 
fund the 34 state-operated 
campuses of the University. 
The community colleges are 
funded separately through 
the State’s local assistance 
budget. 


The total community 
college recommendation 
represents an increase of 
$11,947,000 or 13.1 per cent 
over the 1977-78 State ap 
propriation of $91,000,000 
much of the increase 
required because of in- 
flationary costs and _ in- 
creased enrollment. 


The community colleges 
enrolled more than 150,000 
New Yorkers this year, or 
about 116,500 F TE’s, a figure 
derived from a formula 
taking into account both full 
and part-time students and 
used for budgeting purposes. 
The colleges expect an FTE 
enrollment of approximately 
119,100 next year. 
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The budget adjustment for 
inflation was requested 
because the 1977-78 net 
operating expenditures of 
$255.2 million are projected 
to be $34 million higher than 
the 1975-76 actual levels or a 
15.5 per cent increase in 
costs over the two-year 
period. During the same 
time State Aid payments for 
community college basic aid 
went from $81.8 million to 
$89.2 million, an increase of 
$7.4 million or 9 per cent. The 
difference in these increases 
was absorbed by the 
colleges’ local sponsors, 
usually one or two counties. 
Thus, the new budget asks 
the State to help with the 
increased costs resulting 
from wage aix! inflationary 
supply and price increases. 

Normally, the State Aid to 
community colleges is based 
only on a formula which is 
related to total enrollment, 
enrollment of disadvantaged 
students, and the high cost of 
technical programs. The 
State provides up to 40 per 
cent of each community 
college’s operating budget. 
The rest of the funds needed 

{to operate the colleges 
comes from local sponsor aid 
and student tuition. 

It is anticipated that all 30 
community colleges 
operating. under the 
program of State University 
will be members of the Full 
Opportunity Program by the 
end of the 1978-79 fiscal year. 
Under the program, each 
community college 
guarantees admission to all 
high school graduates and 
discharged servicemen who 
reside in its sponsorship 
area.

In Computers 


Broome Community 
College is one of 106 
educational institutions in 
the United States recently 
cited as an outstanding 
example of how to use 
computers for teaching and 
learning. 

Some 7,000 agencies, in- 
stitutions and individuals 
were surveyed as part of a 
research project sponsored 
by the National Science 
Foundation and conducted 
by the .Human~ Resources 
Research Organization of 
Alexandria, VA. 

BCC, which was one of just 
9 community colleges chosen 
for its exemplary use of the 
computer, was selected for 
excellence in the ‘‘spectrum 
of computer applications to 
learning and teaching.” 

The school-wide use of the 
computer at BCC results in 
almost 70 per cent of the 
student body learning from 
the computer, according to 
Jonathan Lewit, director of 
the Computer Center at the 
college. 

All students in business 
programs and in the science 


and engineering technology 
curricula use the computer, 
he. noted. Some use of it is 
also made by students in 
Medical Record Technology 
and in Economics. It is also 
widely used at BCC for some 
examination correction and 
for mapping students’ 
cognitive learning styles. 
BCC has a DEC-10 com- 
puter, which is widely used 
for administrative purposes, 
as most of the college’s 
record-keeping and 
statistics compilation is done 
on the computer. More than 
half of the college’s 
academic departments use 
the computer in the learning 
process, Lewit said. 


In addition to community 
colleges, the survey covered 
four-year colleges and 
universities, elementary and 
secondary schools. A total of 
106 institutions across all the 
categories. was chosen as 
““examplars”’ to which other 
educational institutions may 
turn for advice and guidance 
on using the computer for 
academic purposes.

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Senator Humphrey Enacts 
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International Food Reserve Bill 


WASHINGTON, D.C.) 
Senator Hubert H. Hum- 
phrey introduced legislation 
today to establish an In- 
ternational Emergency 
Food Reserve. The bill is 
similar to a proposal in- 
troduced September 12th in 
the House of Represen- 
tatives by Congressman 
Matthew F. McHugh. 

“TJ am delighted - that 
Senator Humphrey will be 
taking the lead in the Senate 
on this proposal,’”’ McHugh 
said, ‘‘and I look forward to 
working with him to see our 
bill enacted into law. 
Passage of the bill would be 
a fitting tribute to Senator 
Humphrey, and I cannot 
think of anyone whose. 


support will be more :help- 
ful.”’ 

Humphrey is suffering 
from terminal cancer, and 
only recently resumed his 
duties in the Senate. 
Yesterday, the new HEW 
Federal Building in 
Washington, named for the 
Minnesota’ Democrat was 
dedicated. 


’ Under the proposal being 
cosponsored by McHugh and 
Humphrey, the President 
would be authorized and 
encouraged to enter into 
negotiations to establish an 
internationally-coordinated 
system of nationally-held 
food reserves. 

As. an indication of U.S. 


commitment to this goal, the 
Secretary of Agriculture 
would be required to im- 
mediately establish -a 
publicly held food reserve of 
no less than two million tons. 
Pending the completion of an 
international agreement, he 
could increase the stock 
levels to six million tons. 


Foods in the reserve could 
be used to provide non- 
commercial humanitarian 
relief to countries struck by 
a major disaster, or to assist 
countries in meeting their 
food requirements during 
years in which they ex- 
perienced a severe shortfall 
in food production. 

Since McHugh introduced 


a] 


the bill in September, 76 
members of the House of 
Representatives have 
cosponsored it. The Carter 
Administration also sup- 
ports creation of an In 
ternational Emergency 
Food Reserve, and McHugh 
said that he was hopeful that 
hearings would be held early 
next year. 


“There are many positive 
factors working toward 
passage of this bill,”’ 
McHugh said. ‘‘However, 
the legislative process is 
filled with many roadblocks 
as well. That is why Senator 
Humphrey and I have 
decided to work together on 
this legislation.”

BCC Deficit 
Eliminated 


An annual financial report 
showing the elimination of 
an accumulated deficit that 
had reached more than 
$500,000 five years ago was 
presented to the Broome 
Community College Board of 
Trustees last night by James 
W. Bishop, chairman of the 
board’s Finance Committee. 

The fund deficit, which 
reached $503,000 during the 
1972-73 fiscal year has been 
reduced each year since 
then, Bishop said. Now it has 
been replaced by a fund 
surplus of $74,000 in the 
report which covers the 1976- 
77 fiscal year at the college. 

The deficit has been 
eliminated, he explained, by 
cutting expenses to keep 
them in line with income 
during the last five years. 
The $74,000 surplus can now 
be used by the college to help 
defray the rising costs of 
operation in the years ahead, 
he said. 

The followin: year-by- 
year summar was presented 
by Richard L. Peters, BCC 
vice-president for ad- 
ministration, to show how 
the fund deficit has been 
reduced during each of the 
last five years:

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CEEB Says You Can ‘Pinch Pennies’ 


College Costs Rising

Although the cost of at- 
tending college has reached 
record heights, there are 
still a few ways you can 
pinch those pennies. 

A recent survey by~ the 
College Entrance 
Examination Board (CEEB) 
tells us that the typical 
student attending a private, 
four-year college and living 
on campus will spend in the 
neighborhood of $5,000 for 
the 1977-78 academic year. 
Which is a pretty expensive 
neighborhood, and 
represents a 5.2 per cent 
increase from last year. 

But the student who 
decides to attend a public, 
four-year college or 
university will pay less... 
around $3,000, according to 
the CEEB. This is up some 4 
per cent from 1976-77. 

The College Board also 
revealed that the biggest 
difference in costs between 
private and public college 
and universities occurs in 
tuition and fees. This also 
accounts. for the biggest 
chunk in the student’s 
spending, says the CEEB. 

In addition to this’ in 
formation, the board has 
also released some 
suggestions for cutting away 
at the high cost of college. 
Although some of these 
suggestions simply are not 
applicable to most students, 
some might prove to be 
helpful. At any rate, here 
they are for what they’re 
worth: 

—Students should con- 
sider financial aid, say 
CEEB experts, and not just 
those on Poverty Row. You 
may think your famly’s 
income is too high for you to 
qualify for financial aid. But 
family income alone is who 
gets what. Family size and 
obligations also weigh 
heavily in financial aid 
considerations. In addition, 
legislation is on the horizon 
that will lift significantly the 
income ceiling for those 
receiving financial aid. 

However, at this tpoint, it 
is probably too late now to 
apply for financial aid for 
this year. However, you 
might just still find 
something open, and now’s 
as good a time as any to see 
how financial aid may fit

into your future college 
plans. 

—Also, you should con- 
sider just living at home, if 
humanly possible. Although 
commuting does cost (and 
sometimes more than you 
realize, like on wear and tear 
on the car, tec.) the CEEB 
has released a study showing 
that a commuting student 
can save from $400 to $600 a 
year, depending on _ in- 
dividual circumstances, like 
if you drive a Volkswagen or 
a Cadillac. At any rate, that 
ain’t hay. 


—Make an expense budget 
for incidentals, that is, 
books, supplies, clothing. 
laundry and recreation—and 
stick to it. In nearly every 
case, this sounds a lot easier 
than it is. You will have to 
scrimp and save even to 
keep a fairly liberal budget, 
so be realistic about making 
it out. 


The CEEB says inciden- 
tals account for 18 per cent- 
almost one-fifth-of the cost of 
a year of college. As a 
general guide, you can ex- 
pect to spend about $200 for 
books and supplies and about 
$400 for personal expenses— 
and we’re not talking about 
high living, either. Tran 
sportation, even if you don’t 
commute, could cost in the 
hundreds of dollars, too. 


—The College Board also 
suggests something that is 
perhaps the biggest cost- 
cutter of all—i.e., if you 
haven’t yet decided on a 
college, you should strongly 
consider attending the public 
institution over the private. 

Here’s the story: average 
tuition for a four-year public 
college will run around $621, 
while the average tuition for 
its private counterpart will 
cost you on the average 
some $2,476—or, almost four 
times as much. Quite a 
difference. 

Of course, out-of-state 
students usually pay a 
substantially higher tuition 
at public colleges that the 
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os 
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locals, but it is usually still 
much cheaper than the 
private college. 


Finally, although the 
CEEB doesn’t consider this, 
there is the question - of 
whether it would be better to 
wait a year and earn some 
money first. If you really 
don’t have the money, and 
you’re not dirt poor, don’t 


count too much on financial. 


aid. And sometimes it is 
better to wait and get enough 
money than to try and 
scrimp by on too little 
money. 

At any rate, obey the basic 
rule of swimming: look 
before you leap.

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Binghamton Has 
‘Other’ Resources

During the campaigns of 
Binghamton’s mayoral 
candidates, a lot was said 
about development in the 
city. 

For the last seven years, 
the city’s policies on internal 
development have hinged on 
the Mondev Metrocenter 
mall project, an endeavor 
that is still in its early 
planning stages. There’s lot 
to be said about Mondev 
(and a lot has been said 
about Mondev), but 
Binghamton should not place 
all its hopes or money on a 
project that has yet to show 
its worth. The city has other 
resources: Broome County 
Veteran’s Memorial Arena, 
The Forum, Triple Cities 
Stadium, and Roberson 


Study 
Abroad 


Broome Community 
College has added an in- 
ternational flavor to its 
program by offering the 
community an opportunity 
to choose from a variety of 
courses in 25 different 
countries and around the 
world. It is called the “Study 
Abroad Program.”’ 

These courses can be 
taken for credit or on an 
‘“‘audit’’ basis, most are two 
weeks long, and many have 
a Nov. 23 date for 
preferred pricing, ac- 
cording to Prof. Herbert W. 
Church-Smith who is 
coordinator of the Study 
Abroad Program at BCC. 

He also noted that the 
courses range from a full 
year of college credit in 
Contract-Independent Study 
in England, Israel or Ger- 
many to a five-day Criminal 
Justice Workshop in Ottawa 
and Montreal. 

BCC has prepared a 
brochure to give a listing of 
the courses and to explain 
the details of how one can 
enroll. These are available 
at BCC, and they are free. 
Simply call 772-5000 or write 
to the college. 

BCC is now a member of 
the College Consortium of 
International Studies, 
through which these in- 
ternational study courses 
are offered. The consortium 
consists of 27 colleges in six 
states and Canada. 

Anyone in the community 
is eligible to sign up for these 
courses, not just current 
students of the college, Prof. 
Church-Smith emphasized. 


Center, to name a_ few. 
Development funds could be 
used to finance more 
parking lots closer to the 
Arena and other cultural 
centers.

Binghamton must ask 
itself, ‘‘Why Mondev?” 
Seven years-have been spent 
on planning. Seven years of 
wasted time and money have 
passed. Mondev is no closer 
to breaking ground now than 
it was five years ago. One 
local business has agreed to 
be a part of Metrocenter. 
One business. Why is 
Binghamton still backing a 
development project, one 
that is supposed to be the 
“salvation” of the city, when 
no businesses have ex- 
pressed interest in being 
involved in it? Each delay 
and setback, whether it

comes from Binghamton, 
Montreal, or Washington, 
erodes support in the project 
and builds skepticism about 
the mall. 

Binghamton must ask 
itself why it cannot attract 
new business downtown, 
while at the same time, Oak- 
dale Mall, a few miles away, 
signs new leases every 
month. In particular, why is 
Hess’s Department Store 
interested in an Oakdale 
Mall store when, a few years 
ago, the chain turned down a 
city offer to become the 
anchor store of Metrocen 
ter? 

The time has come for 
Binghamton to take a long 
look at itself. The hand- 
writing has been on the wall 
for a long time, and it is 
becoming clearer and 
clearer. Mondey may not be 
a complete fizzle, but it is 
going to take more than 
Metrocenter to get 
Binghamton rolling again. 
The city has other resources. 
Let’s use them. 

As for Metrocenter, I'll 
believe in it the day I walk 
through it.
